John Witty, a driver for John Par 
kor, butcher, was summoned by Capt. C. 
T. Dupont and charged with having tied, 
bound and piled up certain sheep in a 
wagon, thereby illtrbating the.gaid sheep. 
Mr. Walls, instructed byj Mr.-->,Theo. 
Davie, appeared for the defouqant. 

Tho information of Oapt. Dupont states 
that on the morning of tlio 15th inst. ho 
saw tho defendant on Fort street with a 
number of sheep in a wagon. Tlio ani- 
mals were so piled and bo treated ns to 
endanger their being smothered. Some 
had their nocks hanging over tho side of 
tho -wagon with othor sheep piled up on 
their bodies". Tho wcgon was bo loaded 
that one of tho sheep fell oiF. Capt. Du- 
pont testified to, the truth of his informa- 
tion and, in reply to Mr. Walls, stated 
that he did not notice tho hiimbor of 
sheep, but ho saw that they wero tied by 
the logs, by whom ho could not say. The 
one that fell off had all four legs tied. Ho 
had no professional knowledge as to tlie 
handling or conveyance of aheop and did 
not know what practice prevailed in Lon- 
don. 

To tho Court — Tho sheep appeared to 
have been thrown into the wagon and 
wore lying one on top of the other — in 
such a manner that tho bottom ones 
could scarcely bo seen. Tho okcuso tho 
defendant made was that he was only go- 
ing a short distance with the -Hagon. 

William Gregory corroborated tho evi- 
dence of Capt. Dupont iirid stated that ho 
considered tho wagon was very badly 
loaded, but ho couhl not say how many 
sheep were on board. They wero in dan- 
ger of being smothered. 

John Parker deposed th^t ho purchased 
the sheep at tho Hudson Bay Co. 's wliarf. 
They.came fromtheothorsideinaboat. Ho 
saw. them landed and examined thom. 
Tho seller had tied thoir logs in the usual 
manner — tho two fore legs and ono hind 
log tied tngotiior so that thoy could be 
sot up on thuir tails. ■ - 

Ho saw them before they wero unload- 
ed and they wore well loaded — in fact 
could not have been .lo.^d^d better. There 
was no possibility of the" sheep smother- 
ing because they could not be placed two 
doop in tho wagon. Witness had loaded 
tho wagon with many more sheep than it 
hud on board in }h\s instance. 

To Mr. Dupont — None of the , sheep 
wore overlaying each other. , . 

Mr. Dupont— -I distinqUj .state, tliat I 
saw your boy throw' tliera - one on top of 
the other and so they remained. 

To ilr. Walls — None of the sRoop were 
injured. I don't why Mr. Dupont lias 
taken these proceedings; it may be out of 
spite or for money. 1 am suro it is not 
for tho sake of humanity; because no hu- 
mane man would run a lain'e ■ hqrgeJ'fonr 
mile. ■[■■•^ 

Hia Honor— That has nothing to do 
with tho matter. 

Witness — Well, sir, it's not humanity, 
I know tliat.

M. BottroU testified 'that ho saw the 
sheep in tho wagon and considered them 
properly loaded.

To Mr. Dupont — saw no sheolV with 
thoir heads under each other. .• - • • , ■: 

Capt. Dupont then addressed tho Court 
and said it was plain tho case had resolv- 
ed itself into a niattor of opinion ns to 
what was cruely to animals and what was 
not. He could positively swear— and his 
evidence had boon corroborated by Gre- 
gory — that he saw tho sheep piled up ono 
on top of the other, and that tho ono that 
had fallen from the wagon had been 
thrown back again by tho defendant. Had 
he thought it necessary ho could. havo 
produced several other witnossoa who would 
have testified to the same facts. The. step.s 
ho had taken in tho matter were merely 
with a view of protecting dumb animals 
from the cruolty to whicli thoy were con- 
stantly subjected. 

Mr. Walls, in reply, contended in the 
fir.it place that there had been no cruelty; 
but if his Honor held that there had, 
then the defendant was not tho party 
who had caused it, for he had not tied 
the logs and that was tho only cruelty 
alleged. He submitted, liowovor, that 
no case whatever had lieen made out and 
if . Capt. Dupont had known . anything 
about slioep he yould hayo boon aiwaro 
that'they had bd%n tiod-in-tho"uiual man- 
ner 'iind that in the city of London care 
was always taken that sheep removed in 
-wagons should have their heads over tho 
sides or tail-board of tho wagons. 

His Honor said that ho had liad a good 
deal to do with snoop and ho did not 
think in this case any cruelty had taken 
place. The.evldonce weijt--^6j"show that 
the sheep had bedn^tied arid set up in tho 
usual manner, and it was of course to the 
owner's advantage to prevent thom fro.n 
being smothered. To any person, how- 
ever, unacfjuaintod with tho handling of 
sheep their position in the wagon might 
have appeared suffioifehtly cruel to jiistify 
the stops taken by.Mr. Dupont, Xfi^o had,' 
no doubt acted in the interesU'of hu-; 
manity. His Honorfcduld Mot opiivict in 
this case, so the' Buimhions swould* --bo 'dis- 
missod.
